January  10,  1921. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  in  the 
Chambers  of  the  Board  at  10  o'clock  on  Monday  morning,  January 
10th,  1921. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  who  directed 
the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll. 

Present,  Supervisors  Burns,  Doughty,  Painter,  Remsen  and  Smith. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  read,  upon 
motion  made  by  Supervisor  Painter  and  carried. 

Sheriff  Smith  reported  32  men  and  2  women  in  the  Jail  for  the 
week  ending  January  9th,  1921;  28  for  the  same  week  of  the  past  year. 

Report  ordered  filed. 

The  Hon.  Thomas  S.  Cheshire,  County  Clerk,  appeared  before  the 
Board  and  suggested  that  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
together  with  the  County  Comptroller  and  the  County  Attorney,  make 
an  arrangement  to  meet  Mr.  Pett,  of  the  firm  of  Brown,  Lent  &  Pett, 
regarding  the  purchase  of  Index  Books  for  the  Department  of  County 
Clerk. 
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The  Board  referred  the  matter  to  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Department  of  County  Clerk,  the  County  Attorney,  and 
the  County  Comptroller. 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Buildings  reported 
having  inspected  the  roof  of  the  Court  House  and  the  necessity  of 
repairs. 

They  recommended  making  arrangements  with  the  present  man 
regarding  the  roof,  Mr.  F.  M.  Jones,  of  Mineola. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Supervisor  Doughty  that  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  call  a  meeting  at  times  that  he  sees  fit  for  conference  with 
the  heads  of  the  different  departments  for  the  purpose  of  ascertain- 
ing recommendations  for  such  improvements  and  changes  that  might 
be  effected  for  the  good  of  our  county  government. 

Report  of  the  County  Comptroller  on  cost  of  Jail  maintenance  was 
received,  and.  ordered  filed.

That  all  of  the  assessments  for  the  years  prior  to  1910  on  the  said

Passed  pursuant  to  authority  conferred  by  the  Highway  Law,  the 
County  Law,  and  the  General  Municipal  Law  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  as  amended,  at  an  adjourned  Regular  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  the  County  of  Nassau  held  on  March  30,  1921,  eleven 
votes,  (being  the  affirmative  vote  of  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  said  Board),  being  in  favor  of,  and  no  votes  against  its 
passage.

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Neck  Creek  or  Oyster  Bay  Harbor),  intersecting  a  county  road,  the 
said  bridge  being  a  continuation  of,  or  connecting  link  between,  the 
county  road  known  as  the  Oak  Neck,  Allen's  Point  and  West  Shore 
Road  (which  was  designated  as  a  county  road  by  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  June  3,  1907)  and  the  county  road 
known  as  the  Glen  Cove-Locust  Valley-Lattington,  Bayville  Road 
(which  was  designated  as  a  county  road  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  January  3,  1899);  and

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  269-f  of  the  Highway  Law,  the 
County  Engineer  did  on  September  20,  1920,  submit  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  his  annual  statement  of  the  amount  necessary  for  the 
construction,  improvement  and  maintenance  of  bridges  within  the 
County,  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  did  upon  receipt  of  said  state- 
ment consider  the  estimates  made  therein  and  did  by  resolution  adopt- 
ed on  October  20th,  1920,  approve  said  estimate  and  such  statement

SIXTEENTH  MEETING 


April  11,  1921. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  in  its 
Chambers  in  the  Court  House  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morning  on  Mon- 
day, April  11,  1921. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Supervisor  Smith,  called  the  meeting 
to  order  and  directed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll. 

Present,  Supervisors  Doughty,  Painter,  Remsen  and  Smith. 

Absent,  Supervisor  Burns. 

Mr.  Earl  J.  Bennett,  President  of  the  Nassau  County  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, appeared  before  the  Board  and  presented  framed  pictures  of 
the  late  Robert  Seabury  and  Edgar  Jackson,  County  Judges,  and 
John  J.  Graham,  Surrogate,  who  were  leading  members  of  the  Nassau 
County  Bar  Association  before  their  deaths. 

Mr.  Bennett  extolled  the  characteristics  of  each  in  the  presenta- 
tion. 

Supervisor  Doughty,  in  behalf  of  the  County,  moved  that  the 
Board  express  its  appreciation  of  the  Bar  Association's  gift  by  adopt- 
ing a  resolution,  to  be  drawn  by  a  committee  of  two,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Chairman  accepting  the  pictures. 

Motion  carried. 

The  Chairman  appointed  Supervisors  Doughty  and  Painter  to 
draft  the  resolution.

At  11:10  A.  M.  the  Board  took  a  recess  until  11:30  A.  M. 

At  11:30  the  Board  reconvened. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  County  Treasurer  of  the  Dog 
License  fees  received  from  the  various  towns  and  City  of  the  County 
during  the  year  from  July  1,  1919,  to  June  80th,  ll^JO. 
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Sheriff  Smith  reported  21  men  and  1  woman  in  the  Jail  for  the 
week  ending  April  10,  1921;  12  for  the  same  week  of  the  past  year. 

Report  ordered  filed. 

An  opinion  was  read  as  filed  by  the  County  Attorney  regarding^ 
the  amendment  to  the  General  Law  and  the  General  Municipal  Law 
in  relation  to  Standard  time,  or  Daylight  Saving,  and  applying  the 
same  to  the  County  or  towns. 

The  opinion  reads  as  follows: 

The  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors, 
Gentlemen: 

In  answer  to  your  inquiry  regarding  the  amendment  to  the  Gen- 
eral Law  and  the  General  Municipal  Law  in  relation  to  Standard  time 
I  beg  to  advise  a  new  section: 

Section  91  has  been  added  which  provides: 

"Power  of  certain  Municipalities  in  relation  to 
fixing  Standard  Time  in  the  Municipality." 

"The  governing  board  of  a  City  or  Village  by 
ordinance,  may  provide  for  a  change  of  time  as 
fixed  by  the  Statute." 

There  is  no  power  granted  to  the  governing  Board  of  the  County 
or  Towns  to  provide  for  a  change  in  time.

A  communication  was  received  from  The  Long  Island  Pet  Stock 
Club,  by  Frank  Ives,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  Merrick,  L.  I.,  urgent- 
ly requesting  protection  from  stray  dogs  killing,  maiming  and  other- 
wise injuring  pet  stock  of  the  Association. 

The  Clerk  was  instructed  to  acknowledge  the  same  and  state  that 
there  was  a  new  bill  before  the  legislature  which  if  enacted  the  Super- 
visors will  do  all  in  their  power  to  enforce  its  provisions  regarding 
dogs. 

The  bill  referred  to  is  An  Act  to  amend  the  agricultural  law  in  re- 
lation to  the  licensing  of  dogs,  dated  March  21,  1921. 

Supervisor  Doughty  reported  that  he  had  found  it  impossible  to 
adjust  the  matter  of  the  release  from  Mr.  Samuel  Jacobson  of  Lyn- 
brook  to  the  County  for  the  proposed  widening  of  Atlantic  Avenue,  at 
Lynbrook,  and  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  resort  to  condemnation 
proceedings.    (See  minutes  of  Feb.  18  and  March  14.  1921). 
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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Supervisor  Doughty. 

WHEREAS,  On  the  24th  day  of  May,  1920,  the  minutes  of  this

EIGHTEENTH  MEETING 


April  25,  1921.. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  in  its 
Chambers  in  the  Court  House  on  Monday,  April  25th,  1921  at  10 
o'clock  in  the  morning. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Chairman,  Supervisor  Smith, 
who  directed  the  Clerk  to  call  the  roll. 

Present,  Supervisors  Burns,  Doughty,  Painter,  Remsen  and  Smith, 
constituting  the  entire  Board. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  approved  as  read  on 
motion  made  and  carried. 

Sheriff  Smith  reported  25  men  and  3  women  in  the  jail  for  the 
week  ending  April  24th,  1921;  12  for  the  same  week  of  the  past  year. 

Report  ordered  filed. 

A  motion  was  made  that  copies  of  the  letter  received  from  the 
State  of  New  York,  Secretary  of  State's  office,  under  date  of  February 
17,  1921,  be  sent  to  the  various  county  departments  regarding  special 
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^privileges  or  chauffeurs'  badges  for  drivers  of  automobiles,  which  the 
present  law  gives  no  right  to  extend. 

The  necessity  of  appointing  traffic  officers  for  the  summer  season 
to  regulate  traffic  on  county  roads  was  referred  to  a  committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  confer  with  the  Sheriff.  The  standing 
committee  of  the  Board  on  Sheriff's  office  is  Supervisors  Doughty, 
Remsen  and  Painter. 

Mr.  George  L.  Hubbell,  President  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Plainview,  Long  Island,  reported  that 
the  plans  for  the  additional  buildings  on  the  Tuberculosis  Hospital 
property  have  been  completed  and  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Jiealth,  and  he  would  file  a  copy  of  same  with  the  County  Comptroller. 

The  Sheriff  of  Nassau  County  appeared  before  the  Board  regard- 
ing the  enforcement  of  the  Prohibition  law  and  stated  that  he  would 
need  additional  assistance  and  requested  the  Board  take  action.  The 
mode  of  procedure  under  the  law  was  referred  to  the  County  Attor- 
;ney,  to  ascertain  whether  an  appropriation  could  be  made,  or  whether 
it  was  necessary  to  make  separate  appointments. 

The  practice  of  throwing  broken  bottles  on  county  roads  as  re- 
ported by  the  County  Superintendent  of  Highways  was  referred  to 
the  County  Attorney  to  determine  the  power  of  arrest.  Mr.  Starks, 
the  County  Supt.  of  Highways,  suggested  that  the  Town  Superintend- 
ent of  Highways  be  deputized  as  a  deputy  sheriff  with  power  to  ar- 
rest a rtd  apprehend  the  offenders. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted  on  motion  of  Supervisor 
Doughty. 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Sheriff  of  Nassau  County  be  authorized  to 
appoint  two  men  to  regulate  the  traffic  day  and  night  on  the  Merrick

Section  1.  That  no  Water  Company,  Gas  Company,  Telephone 
or  Electric  Light  Company,  or  incorporated  village  operating  a  Muni- 
cipal plant  or  plants  nor  any  person  or  association  of  persons  shall 
be  allowed  to  open  and  dig  up  any  county  road  for  any  perposes, 
without  a  written  permit  from  the  Board  of*Supervisors  of  the  County. 

Section  II.  That  a  permit  for  the  opening  of  a  county  road  shall 
provide  that  the  party  making  the  opening  shall  back  fill  or  cause  to, 
be  back  filled  the  opening  and  shall  place  thereon  such  temporary  pave- 
ment as  shall  be  approved  by  the  County,  which  pavement  shall  be 
cared  for  by  the  applicant  until  such  time  as  the  County  shall  decide 
that  proper  settlement  to  allow  the  laying  of  a  permanent  pavement 
has  taken  place,  such  time,  however,  not  to  exceed  six  months.  The 
party  making  the  opening  shall  notify  the  Board  of  Supervisors  when, 
said  opening  has  been  back  filled  and  temporarily  paved. 

Section  III.  That  the  County  reserves  the  right  to  repair  and  re- 
surface all  openings  in  county  roads  at  Ten  Dollars,  ($10.00),  for  the 
first  square  yard  of  surface  restored  and  Five  Dollars,  ($5.00),  for 
each  additional  square  yard  of  surface  restored. 

Section  IV.  That  each  applicant  for  a  permit  other  than  a  Water, 
Gas,  Telephone  or  Electric  Light  Company  or  an  Incorporated  Village 
operating  a  Municipal  plant  or  plants  before  the  issue  of  a  permit  shall 
in  addition  to  a  fee  of  Three  Dollars,  ($3.00\  deposit  with  the  County 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars,  ($50.00),  for  an  opening  in  the  im- 
proved surface  of  a  county  road  and  Twenty-five  Dollars,  ($25.00),  for 
an  opening  in  the  unimproved  surface  of  a  county  road  to  cover  the 
cost  of  restoration  of  the  road  to  the  condition  before  opening. 

Section  V.  That  each  Water  Company,  Gas  Company,  Telephone 
and  Electric  Light  Company  and  Incorporated  Village  operating  a 
Municipal  plant  or  plants  in  lieu  of  the  deposits  as  required  in  Sec- 
tion IV  hereof  may  execute  and  deliver  to  the  County  an  indemnity 
bond  of  a  responsible  Surety  Company  in  the  sum  of  Two  thousand 
Dollars,  ($2,000.00)  guaranteeing  a  restoration  of  the  roads  to  its  con- 
dition before  the  opening  was  made  and  the  maintenance  thereof 
for  one  year  and  to  indemnify  the  County  against  the  non-perform- 
ance thereof. 

Section  VI.  That  after  said  restoration  is  made  if  the  cost  has 
not  amounted  to  the  sum  deposited  to  cover  the  cost  the  balance  shall 
be  refunded  by  the  County  Treasurer  on  resolution  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  if  the  cost  exceeds  the  sum  on  deposit  the  claimant 
shall  pay  such  excess  amount. 
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Section  VII.  That  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  violate,  or  neg- 
lect or  refuse  to  comply  with  any  provision  or  requirement  of  this 
Act  or  any  regulation,  order  or  special  direction  duly  made  there- 
under shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof, 
foe  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  Fifty  Dollars,  ($50.00),  or  by 
an  imprisonment  for  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty,  (30),  days,  or  by 
footh  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 


Setion  VIII.  That  all  former  Acts  or  resolutions  insofar  as  in- 
consistent with  this  Act  are  hereby  repealed  and  rescinded. 


Section  IX.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  in  its 
Chambers  in  the  Court  House  at  Mineola  at  10  o'clock  on  Wednesday, 
July  6,  1921. 
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The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  Supervisor 
Smith. 

Roll  called  by  the  Clerk. 

Present,  Supervisors  Burns,  Doughty,  Painter,  Remsen  and  Smith. 

Sheriff  Smith"  reported  27  men  and  1  woman  in  the  Jail  for  the 
week  ending  July  3,  1921;  18  for  the  same  week  of  the  past  year. 

Report  ordered  filed. 

Opinions  were  filed  by  the  County  Attorney  regarding  appoint- 
ment and  compensation  of  Motorcycle  Officers;  insurance  under  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Law;  trimming  of  overhanging  limbs  of 
trees  on  highways;  and  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  land  for  widening  of 
County  Roads  by  transfer  of  funds  from  the  Current  Surplus  Fund. 

The  County  Superintendent  of  Highways  reported  the  Committee 
appointed  at  the  meeting  held  on  June  27,  1921,  to  inspect  and  report 
the  condition  of  the  Barnum  Island  Bridge,  found  it  to  be  in  a  very 
bad  shape; 

Whereupon  Supervisor  Remsen  offered  the  following  resolution: 

WHEREAS,  The  County  Superintendent  of  Highways  has  re- 
ported that  the  Hog  Island,  or  Barnum  Island,  Bridge  over  Hog  Island 
Channel  on  the  Long  Beach  Road,  in  the  Town  of  Hempstead,  is  in 
need  of  ordinary  repairs,  namely:  The  bridge  is  about  290  feet  long 
and  17  feet  6  inches  wide  between  curb;  the  construction  consists  of 
27  bents  of  about  6  piles  each  with  caps  12x12.  The  stringers  are  gen- 
erally 12x12  with  three  layers  of  flooring. 

The  bridge  has  a  lean  toward  the  west  and  a  low  point  on  roadway 
18  inches  below  high  point  on  the  bridge.  The  planking  is- badly  shat- 
tered and  should  be  renewed  immediately.  Several  of  the  stringers 
have  rotted  and  cracked  and  at  many  places  have  very  poor  support 
on  the  caps.  Several  of  the  caps  have  rotted  and  have  been  blocked 
up  on  the  piling.  The  bents  should  be  reinforced  by  diagonally  brac- 
ing both  sides  and  such  other  timber  work  as  is  found  in  poor  con- 
dition should  be  renewed.  Much  of  this  work  will  develop  during  re- 
newals and  cannot  be  definitely  specified  at  this  time;  therefore,  be  it

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WHEREAS,  The  Supervisor  from  said  Town  favors  the  granting

erly line  of  Hempstead  and  Jamaica  Turnpike;  thence  Westerly  along 
the  Northerly  line  of  the  Hempstead  and  Jamaica  Turnpike  to  the 
middle  of  Cherry  Valley  Brook;  thence  Southerly  along  the  center  of 
Cherry  Valley  Brook  to  the  intersection  of  the  Southerly  line  of  Oak 
Street;  if  continued  Westerly;  thence  Easterly  along  the  Southerly 
line  of  Oak  Street  if  continued  Westerly,  to  the  Easterly  line  of  Hemp- 
stead Avenue;  thence  continuing  Easterly  along  the  Southerly  side 
of  Oak  Street  to  the  Easterly  side  of  Woodfield  Road  or  Brooklyn 
Avenue  and  continuing  thence  Easterly  along  the  Southerly  side  of 
Oak  Street  if  extended  Easterly,  to  the  Westerly  side  of  Hempstead 
Reservoir  property  of  the  City  of  New  York;  thence  Northwesterly  and 
"Northeasterly  along  the  Westerly  line  of  Hempstead  Reservoir  to  the 
Easterly  line  of  the  land  of  C.  R.  Lush;  thence  along  the  side  of  the 
Lush  land,  Northwesterly  and  thence  Northeasterly  and  continuing 
Northeasterly  along  the  land  of  Parsons  and  across  the  land  of  Par- 
sons to  the  Southeasterly  line  of  the  land  of  George  J;  Rapelyea; 
thence  Northerly  along  the  Easterly  line  of  the  land  of  Rapelyea  until 
it  intersects  the  Westerly  line  of  the  Incorporated  Village  of  Hemp- 
stead; thence  along  the  line  of  the  Incorporated  Village  of  Hempstead, 
Northwesterly  and  Northerly  to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  District  shall  not  extend  in  any  di- 
rection to  exceed  one  mile  from  the  nearest  engine,  hose  and  hook  or 
ladder  house  located  within  said  District.

A  communication  was  received  from  Cyril  E.  Marshall,  engineer 
for  the  Incorporated  "Village  of  Floral  Park,  regarding  the  paving  of 
the  intersections  between  County  roads  known  as  the  Jericho  Turn- 
pike, Tulip  and  Plainfield  Avenues,  with  similar  Tarvia  macadam,  at 
the  same  time  the  village  paving  is  done. 

This  matter  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  County  Roads  for 
the  Towns  of  Hempstead  and  North  Hempstead. 

The  matter  of"  the  adjustment  of  the  refund  to  George  M.  Baker, 
of  Hempstead,  in  connection  with  an  opening  in  Nassau  Boulevard,  at 
Garden  City,  was  referred  to  the  County  Attorney,  and  the  Clerk  di- 
rected to  notify  Mr.  Baker  accordingly. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the  P.  T.  Cox  Contracting 
Company,  of  154  Nassau  Street,  New  York  City,  suggesting  that  the 
County  place  an  officer  or  attendant  on  the  Bayville  Bridge,  at  Bay- 
ville,  in  the  Town  of  Oyster  Bay,  with  authority  to  see  that  all  vehicles 
especially  heavy  trucks  and  sightseeing  busses,  proceed  over  it  at  a  low 
speed  and  in  a  proper  manner,  while  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge 
progresses  by  that  Contracting  Company. 

The  matter  was  referred  to  Supervisor  Painter. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mr.  T.  P.  Brennan,  Safety 
Agent,  of  The  Long  Island  Railroad  Company,  dated  August  30,  1921, 
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requesting  an  opportunity  to  appear  before  the  Board  to  speak  in 
connection  with  the  grade  crossing  signs,  and  later  wrote  that  being,

easterly  line  of  the  land  of  Rapelyea  until  it  intersects  the  westerly 
line  of  the  Incorporated  Village  of  Hempstead;  thence  along  the  line 
of  the  Incorporated  Village  of  Hempstead,  northwesterly  and  north- 
erly to  the  point  or  place  of  beginning. 

Provided,  however,  that  said  district  shall  not  extend  in  any  direc- 
tion to  exceed  one  mile  from  the  nearest  engine,  hose  and  hook  or  lad- 
der house  located  within  said  district.
